TRADES 
INTRODUCTION 


Note to students considering vocational education :—Vocational 
education and training aims at practical acquiring of skill in different 
trades. The skilled worker is always in demand and there is not 
generally much of a fear of unemployment for him. With experience 
he can establish an independent industry of his own. In choosing the 
vocation he may consider his family tradition, his interests, and the 
general scope of the industry he proposes to enter after training. The 
following books are suggested for his use in arriving at his decision : 
“Common commodities and Industries’ series Бу Н. E. Bainstead, 
“Old trades and new knowledge’ by Bragg. During his vocational 
schooling he may make an early acquaintance with the conditions of 
the industry of his choosing. For example the foundry industry has 
the following positions for skilled people :—Chippers, Grinders, Hand 
Core-makers, Machine Core-makers, Floor or Machine Moulders, 
Bench Moulders, Metal or Wood Pattern Makers, Shakeout men, 
Hand or Power Truckers. In the large furniture industry for example 
there are the following positions:—case goods assemblers, chairs 
assemblers, cut-off saw operators, rough stock gluers, maintenance 
men, machine off bearers, furniture packers, hand rubbers, belt or 
hand sanders, shaper operators and sprayers. i 


For example in Mining and Quarrying there are positions like 
Iron stone miners, quarrymen ; In Iron and Steel Industry there аге 
positions such as melters, pitmen, slagmen, ladlemen, furnace 
helpers, gas producer men, iron puddlers, millmen, maintenance 
craftsmen; In the stamped or metal press there are positions such as 
polishers, braziers, burnishers, drop stampers and dippers. The 
youngman can consider these fields and choose the vocation where his 
skill and interest lies. 


Some of the Govt. of India’s documentary films on Industries 
are also useful to find out one’s interest and scope in the fields. For 
example the documentary ‘Iron Horse’ illustrates the locomotive 
industry in India. The series ‘Industrial Mysore’ highlights the 
sugar mills, gold fields, and the textile mills and their work. The 
student may note such of the fields which attract him. The series 
‘Madhya Bharat’ highlights the cottage industries of that State.

TRAINING COURSES OFFERED BY THE EMPLOYMENT EXCHANGES 


Students, after a good school education, may consider acquiring 
necessary skill which are required in careers in industry. They can 
well benefit by the technical training scheme operated by the Govt. 
of India through the employment exchanges. The object of the 
Scheme is to ensure a supply of skilled workers, and to reduce 
unemployment amongst educated young men by equipping them for 
suitable industrial employment. 


Scope and duration: (1) А two year course of technical training 
in engineering and building trades. (2) vocational training in cottage 
and small scale industries extending fora year. A list of trades appears 
below. Age limits are between 18 and 25. Candidates will be 
selected through a committee set up for this purpose. There will be a 
final examination leading to a Govt. diploma on the subject. There are 
notuitionfees. About fifty percent of pupils will get monthly stipends. 
There are also other amenities like free medical treatment and free 
workshop clothing. After completion of training, successful candi- 
dates will be helped to be placed in industries ia suitable trades. 
Applications must be submitted to the nearest employment exchange 
who will supply further details.

The average annual 
attendence and the average number of students that qualify annually 
in the above ten institutions are 750 and 256 respectively. 


The indigeneous crafts of the State are cotton and wool weaving, 
wood-carving, metal work and lacquerware manufacture. 


Some of the special steps that are being taken in the State, to 
promote arts and crafts activities are (1) the award of stipends to the 
students during their training period, (2) supply of tools and raw 
materials required for training free of cost, (3) engaging passed 
students of the Schools on production work in some of the 
institutions and paying them suitable wages, thus providing a means 
of employment to them, (4) giving loans to the passed Students for 
the purchase of raw materials and tools to enable them to make an 
independentliving, (5) arranging show-rooms at important places 
for the display and sales of the finished products of these institutions 
and also of the private artisans with a view to find sale for their 
finished goods, (6) holding of exhibitions at several important places 
from time to time with the same view. 


The Chamarajendra Technical Institute, Mysore, and other 
Industrial Schools of the Department have Advisory Committees 
consisting of official and non-official members to advise them from 
time to time regarding the promotion of their activities. There is one 
Museum in Bangalore of a general type and one in Mysore connected 
with the display of Cottage Industries besides an Arts Gallery in 
Mysore.

6. Law 
INTRODUCTION 


At present there are various classes of legal practitioners in India. 
The majority of them are Advocates enrolled on the rolls of one or 
the other of the High Courts of India under the provisions of the 
Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926. The Supreme Court of India has its 
own roll of practitioners, and under the provisions of the Supreme 
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Court Advocates (practice in High Courts) Act, 1951, any Адуссаје 
of the Supreme Court is entitled to practise in any High Court in 
India in a Part A, Part В oz Part С State. Іп each State there are 
practitioners of lower grade, called Pleaders and by the other names, 
who have a right to practise only in a limited number or grade of 
Subordinate Courts. 


2: The field for general legal practice is now much wider than 
it was ever before. So faras the litigious work in the High Courts 
and in regular Civil Courts is concerned, it is on the increase. In the 
High Court and the Supreme Court the proceedings which arise as a 
result of the fundamental rights guaranteed by the Constitution are 
numerous. Apart from this, there are now many administrative or 
quasi-judical tribunal such as Tribunals under the Industrial Disputes 
Act and Workmen's Compensation Act and so on, before which 
there is a large demand for lawyers to appear for the parties. At the 
same time, the right of audience of Advocates before some of these 
tribunals is restricted. Оп the whole the possibilities and prospects 
of law as a career are now very good indeed.

THE MADRAS BAR COUNCIL EXAMINATION 
The Law Apprenticeship Course 


In India, a student who has taken the Law Degree is required to 
undergo an apprentice course which lasts usually for a year. He will have 
to join an Advocate of some standing —who is called а ** Master "— 
and attend his Chambers and the Courts. The scope of this course 
and its syllabus differ in several respects in the several States just as 
period of study, the syllabus etc., for the students who desire to 
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qualify themselves for the Law Degree differs. Under the Bar 
Council Rules in Madras, diaries will have to be maintained by the 
apprentices showing a record of the cases studied in the chambers of 
the Master and the cases in Court which he attended. The apprenti- 
ces should also attend at least 50% of the lectures arranged by the 
Bar Council generally on Civil and Criminal Procedures, Limitation 
Company Law, Insolvency, Professional Conduct and Advocacy. 


The Bar Council Examination 


The apprentices should also pass the following examination held 
by the Bar Council :—

In the year 1947, intensive research on Sugarcane was started 
under the aegis of the Indian Central Sugarcane Committee and 
problems relating to varieties, culture, manuring and plant protection 
are being tackled. 


The work under progress consists of use and popularisation of 
labour saving efficient implements like victory plough, ridge plough 
and junior hoe. Every year new varieties of sugarcane received from 
the Indian Sugarcane Breeding Institute, Coimbatore are studied 
and after thorough testing they are released for further trials at 
the regional Liaison Farms. Various experiments on the problems 
relating to the manuring of cane, water requirements, nitrogen 
nutrition performance of varieties under water logging, cheap and 
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efficient methods of propping cane, and plant protection are under 
progress. ә 


The results of research from this central station are translated 
into the ryots, fields by special development staff working in 
thirteen districts of this state, under the control of this research 
station. 


Varietal and manurial trials in paddy and miscellaneous trials on 
a number of other crops are under progress. Іп the orchard, 
propagation of fruit plants are distributed to the public. White 
leghora birds, eggs and chicks are supplied to the public for 
rearing. 


Preservation of cattle manure under cover in impervious pits and 
composting of the crop wastes with different starters are other 
important items of work attended to besides raising of green manure 
plants like Glyricedia maculata and Sesbania Speciosa. 


68. Sugarcane Research Station, Gudiyattam. Тһе Research 
Station is situated in the North Arcot District and was started in the 
year 1935 with a view to solve the problems of sugarcane cultivation 
in the central districts. 


The soils are light loams tending to be sandy. The total area of 
the farm is 34:68 acres of which 28:42 acres are under cultivation, 
the rest being occupied by buildings, roads and channels. Irrigation 
is mostly from wells except during the period where there is flow of 
water from the tank. The soils are well drained. 


The average annual rainfall is 34:37 inches in 68 rainy days. 


Sugarcane Research is the most important item of work on the 
station, besides use and popularisation of improved implements 
like iron ploughs, ridge plough and junior hoe and yield trials on 
paddy. 

In sugarcane, varieties are tested every year and promising ones 
released for further trial in the regional liasion farms, Experiments 
regarding manuring, time of planting and harvest and water require- 
ments have been under progress. 

Conservation of cattle manure by proper methods and prepara- 
tig of composts are also done at this research station besides 
growing of green manure plants like Glyricedia maculata and

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69. Dairy Research: The Dairy Research Institute, Bangalore, 
takes graduates with M.Sc. or B.Sc.

BRIEF NOTES ON FURTHER STUDIES IN 
U.K. AND U.S.A. і 
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Guidance to Students Desiring Information 
on 
Advanced Study in the United States of America 


А few preliminary points of information may be of assistance to 
those who desire to proceed to the United States of America for 
study in an institution of higher learning. Compliance with these 
preliminary steps will assist representatives ої the U. S. Government 
in this country in supplying accurate information and guidance. 


1. Sources of Information 

Inasmuch as it may not be possible for all prospective students 
to come to the American Embassy in Delhi or visit one of our 
Consulates-General, located in Bombay, Calcutta or Madras, an 
endeavour is being made to provide information concerning study in 
the United States in each of the Indian Universities as well as certain 
other centres and institutions. Many ef the Indian Universities are 
operating information bureaus at the present time and some of these 
are conducted under the guidance of staff members. in the Univer- 
sities who have themselves had experience in the United States either 
as students or instructors. 


In addition to the University information bureaux, the scholar- 


ships section of the Ministry of Education of the Government of 


India in New Delhi is in a position to give assistance and guidance to 
prospective students, 


If the prospective student is resident in Delhi, Calcutta, Bombay 
or Madras, a visit to the Information Library of the Embassy or 
Consulates General of the United States, will be of interest and value. 
In these libraries there will be found many of the University catalogs 
that can be perused, basic reference works on American education 
and skilled library and research workers who can assist students in 
gaining the information they require. The Cultural Officers at the 
United States Information Services will also advise students on 
scholarships and admission to U.S. colleges and universities. 


2. Basic Qualifications 
Advanced study in an American university requires that you 
should have the following basic qualifications : 


(1) You should һауе а В.А. degree or its equivalent in some 
comparable field. This, in general, means four years study beyond 
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matriculation or Senior Cambridge. Experience has pointed out that 
it is highly advisable for prospective students to pursue their studies 
to this level in India before attempting to go to the United States. 
Because of the overcrowded conditions of American universities and 
the large number of applications for admission from foreign students, 
an Indian student holding a first class M.A. degree or a B.A. Honours 
degree, has a much better сћапсе of securing admission than students 
who hold only Bachelors' Pass degrees. Also compared with other 
countries, it is very expensive to study in the United States. АП 
prospective students are advised to pursue their studies in India to 
the fullest possible extent and not enter courses in the United States 
which are available in India. 


(2) Before actual acceptance can be arranged in an. American 
University a certificate of proficiency in English will be required. 
Students who have attained the academic standards indicated under 
paragraph (1) will easily qualify in this respect, but a certificate is 
required, signed by the Head of the English Department or some 
other responsible individual in the institution, stating that the candi- 
date's English is adequate to enable him to pursue his higher studies 
in the United States.’ 


3. Finances 


The United States immigration regulations require evety foreign 
student to declare or show proof that he has adequate funds to meet 
all his expenses in America. Higher education for the foreign 
student is, as stated above, very expensive and if you intend proceed- 
ing there at your own expense, you should be in possession of from 
Rs. 7,500 to 10,000 for every year of study in the States. This amount 
is exclusive of travel costs both ways. You will also require in addi- 
tion approximately Rs. 1,500 а year to cover incidental expenses. The 
fees, of course, vary from university to university. You should also 
make provision for expenses in connection with your visa, health 
insurance, etc. Under the Government of India's revised scale of 
dollar exchange permissible to private students undergoing training 
in the U.S., the private student will now receive an exchange permit 
for $ 160.00 only per mensem plus the actual amount of college 
fees and will not be entitled to theallowance ої $ 400.00 
per annum which he has been so for receiving for bodks, 
clothing, etc. 
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4. Part-time Work 


In view of immigration regulations, as well as the burdeh of 
academic work, the chances that a student can earn even a part of 
his total expenses are very slight. Prospective students are therefore 
warned not to count on any part-time work while pursuing regular 
courses of study. Also itis not advisable for foreign students to 

- plan to earn even a fraction of their expenses, inasmuch as adjusting 
to a new environment and meeting required standards of scholarship 
are a full time job. 


5. Duration of Courses 


Since American universities evaluate a student's work. towards 
any advanced degree in terms of academic hours, number of credits, 
and content of courses etc., the time necessary for securing a degree 
will depend on the scholastic ability of the individual student as weli 
ashis educational background and can be determined only after 
consultation with the faculty advisor of the university. But for 
general guidance, an American university usually requires four 
academic years of study for a Bachelor's degree after matriculation, 
one to two years beyond the Bachelor's degree for the Master's degree, 
and an additional two year's study after the Master's degree for a 
Doctorate. A thesis in connection with studies leading to both M.A. 
and doctorate degrees is usually required. 


6. Preparing for Departure 


When a student is admitted to an American institution, he is 
notified by a letter from the institution. He must then secure a 
pass port issued by the Home Department of his State. Upon receipt 
of the letter of admission the student should apply to the Controller 
of Exchange, Reserve Bank, for a dollar exchange permit, presenting 
to the Reserve Bank a copy of the letter of admission. He should 
then apply in person to the nearest American Consulate for a student 
visa, bringing with him (1) his passport (2) the dollar exchange 
permit (3) the original letter of admission to the university of his 
choice, and (4) three regulation photographs (23 by 23 inches оп thin 
paper, taken against a light background.) 


7. Lodging 


> There are several types of accommodation for students. (1) college 
dormitory (student hostel under the supervision of college autho- 
rities), (2) students’ cooperative boarding house, (3) boarding house, 
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(4) room їп the house of a private family, and (5) private apartment. 
Application for residence in the dormitory should be made through the 
university or college registrar's office. All other lodging must b 
arranged by the student. The cost of room and board, as well as 
tuition and incidentals, depends to a great extent. upon one's choice 
of a college and its location. You should write directly to the 
university concerned for specific details. 


8. Trainees 


The selection of Indians for technical training in the United 
States in such fields as Agriculture, Labour, Public Health and Trans- 
portation, is at present in the hands of the Government of India and 
all inquiries concerning these possibilities should be directed to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Education (Scholarships Branch), 
New Delhi. 3 


9. Scholarships 


(1) General Information and Institute of International Education : 
There are very few free scholarships offered by institutions and organi- 
zations in the United States, and when they are available they are 
usually offered through the Institute of International Education in 
New York. This organization serves as à clearing house in 
relation to information about scholarship assistance. А communi- 


cation from this organization states: 4.... the overcrowded condi- 
tion of American colleges and universities requires limitations of 
students from abroad........ However, graduate students with 


outstanding academic records and high recommendations from the 
heads of their college or other competent educationists, will be 
considered." If an individual wishes to apply to the Institute, he 
should communicate with the United States Educational Foundation 
in India, 17 Curzon Road, New Delhi, or the United States Infor- 
mation Service, American Consulate General in Bombay, Madras ог 
Calcutta, whichever office is nearest to his place or residence. Не 
should write indicating that he has (a) the basic qualifications as 
outlined in Section 2 above and (b) to what extent he has financial 
support. In response а preliminary application form will be forwarded 
to him for completion. Selected applicants may be requested to call at 
their own expense, at the United States Educational Foundation in 
India or the United States Information Service offices for an inter- 
view in connection with their applications for scholarships. The 
applicant may not specify a choice of institution, He should not apply 
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direct to the Institute. Competition for such scholarships will 
normally be held in India each year in September and October only. 


Studentsare not limited to these channels if they have specific 
indication of scholarship assistance from a particular American insti- 
tution, an organization with suitable connections, or individuals of 
responsibility. While such arrangements are exceptional, certain 
religious bodies and organizations like Rotary International do work 
outside of the Institute of International Education and the United 
States Government. 


(2) Fulbright Travel Grants : Students to whom awards are made 
by the Institute of International Education are also eligible for travel 
grants to the United States and return to India under the provisions 
of the agreement with the Government of India for financing certain 
Educational Exchange Programs authorized by the Fulbright Act. 
Fulbright travel grants are awarded on a competitive basis. 


Applications for Fulbright travel grants may also be made by 
students who have independently secured admission to an institution 
of higher learning in the United States. These students should have 
a certificate of acceptance for study issued by the institution in the 
United States beginning from September. Upon presentation or 
receipt of this evidence of admission the United States Educational 
Foundation in New Delhi or the United States Information Service 
office willissue Fulbright application forms. These forms must be 
completed and submitted by March 3lst of the усаг in which the 
student expects to travel to the United States. 


(3) Smith-Mundt Scholarships: Under Public Law 402, a limited 
number of scholarships are available to Indian nationals desirous of 
pursuing advanced studies in the United States. These grants, on a 
whole or partial basis, provide for tuition, maintenance and inciden- 
tal expenditure incurred in connection with studies. They are made 
on a competitive basis and the Smith-Mundt program of awards is 
operated in {Conjunction with the Fulbright and the Institute of 
International Education programs mentioned in paragraphs (1) and 


(2) above. The competition is held normally in September and | 


October only of each year.

Travel Arrangements.— Students are advised to make their travel 
arrangements as far in advance as possible through а reputable Travel 


Agency. 
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Accommodation.—The Welfare Officer of the Indian High Com- 
mission, at the address given, offers assitance to students in finding 
suitable accommodation in London. Students wishing to attend 
universities and colleges outside London should ask the Registrars or 
Principals for advice concerning accommodation.. In many cases 
universities and colleges have Halls of Residence for students. 


Costs.—At a rough estimate, the yearly cost of studying at such 
universities as Oxford, Cambridge and London, is from £400-£450 (Rs. 
5,333-6,000). These figures cover board and lodging, fees and 
incidental expenses such as clothes and books. Similar figures for 
the provincial universities are from £325-£375 (Rs. 4,333-5,000) a 


year. These are approximate figures only. 


Each applicant should enquire of the Registrar of the university, 
or the Principal of the college, in which he is interested, for further 
details concerning qualifications for admission, courses, fees and 
prospectuses, but actual applications for admission must be made 
through the Ministry of Education, Government of India or University 
Bureaux. 


Since vacancies in British universities and colleges are limited, 
applications for admission should be made through the Ministry of 
Education, Government of India, as far as possible in advance of the 
date when the students wish to begin their studies. It is suggested 
that preliminary enquiries be made a year in advance of the student's 
proposed date of joining the college or university. The academic 
year normally commences in October. 


ADVICE TO INDIAN STUDENTS WISHING TO OBTAIN 
PRACTICAL TRAINING WITH BRITISH FIRMS. 


Indian students who require practical training with firms in 
the United Kingdom should make enquiries and applications to :— 


(a) The Secretary, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
Government of India, New Delhi, if the applicant 15 already 
employed in industry. 


(b) The Secretary, Ministry of Education, Government of India, 
New Delhi, if the applicant is still a student not yet employed. 


© Students will usually find that while they are studying at a Univer- 
sity in the United Kingdom there is insufficient time or opportunity 
for them to take up part-time work to help them to defray their 
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expenses, except possibly for one ог two months during the summer 
vacation. They may, however, be ableto do so for longer periods 
while taking certain courses at technical colleges.

NOTES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF INDIAN STUDENTS 
WISHING TO STUDY CIVIL, ELECTRICAL, 
MECHANICAL ENGINEERING IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


(Issued by the British Council) 


| Degrees in Engineering (B.A., B.Sc. (Eng.), B.Sc. Tech., B. Eng., 
B.A.L, B.E.) are granted by alluniversities except Reading. The 
course normally extends over three or four years. In most 
cases the courses for all engineering students are identical during 
the first and sometimes the second year of the course, but students 
have an opportunity of specializing in Civil, Electrical or Mechanical 
Engineering in the later stages of the curriculum. At most of the 
English universities diplomas or certificates may be awarded to 
students not qualified for matriculation who attend courses of study 
extending over three or four years. Facilities for advanced study and 
research are provided by most universities. 


Degrees in Dock & Harbour Engineering are granted by 
Liverpool University, and in Production Engineering by the Univer- 
sities of Birmingham and Glasgow. 


' Courses for the Higher National Certificate in Production Engi- 
neering are available in some Technical Colleges and, in a few, more 
advanced training may be had. 
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The approximate cost of tuition for university courses in 
Engineering vary from about £76 for a three-year course at the 
universities of Northern Ireland and Wales, to about £192 at the 
English universities for a three or four year course. 


Instruction in Radio Engineering and Technology is provided by 
most universities in their departments of Physics and/or Electrical 
Engineering. 


The University College of Southampton prepares students for 
external degrees in Engineering of London University. In addition, 
it provides other Engineering courses leading to diploma and other 
awards, for suitable entrants who need not necessarily have matricu- 
lated. The Polytechnics mentioned below also provide courses in pre- 
paration for external degrees of London University. 


There are courses, generally from two to four years’ duration at 
many Technical Colleges in various parts of the country. There are 
facilities for advanced study and research at some colleges. Courses 
are provided at the Polytechnics and the South-East London Techni- 
cal College mentioned below, in preparation for the National Certifi- 
cates in Electrical and Mechanical Engineering, and also for the City 
and Guilds of London Institute Certificates. The following short list, 
which is far from exhaustive, will indicate the range of fees for engi- 
neering courses in Technical Colleges.
